Reiche 
teaches if the client is known to the authentication server, the authentication server associates the first identifier with a pre-existing 
identifier for the client [column 6, lines 37-65]; wherein if the client is unknown to the authentication server, the authentication server 
causes the client to store a cookie for the authentication server, wherein the cookie contains an identifier for the client, so that the 
authentication server can subsequently identify the client by examining the cookie [column 6, lines 37-65], further authenticating the client 
without requiring a user to enter a username and password again (i.e., without requiring the authentication server to receive 
authentication data from the client) [column 6, lines 37-44 and column 11, lines 25-44].. 
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
